Claims 13-16, 19, 20, and 24-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it 
is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. This rejection is repeated for reasons 
already of record {e.g., Office action mailed February 18, 2004). Applicant's arguments (response filed 
May 18, 2004, pages 3-6 and the Genta press releases of September 10, 2003, December 9, 2003, 
February 6, 2004, April 20, 2004, and May 3, 2004) are not convincing. Applicant has not established for 
this record that the drugs mentioned in the Genta press releases are the same in nature and scope as the 
PNAs mentioned in the claims. This is not an invitation to submit further affidavit or documentary 
evidence subsequent to a final Office action. 

It is noted that applicants construe claims 20 and 24-26 so broadly as to not require any nucleic 
acid molecular hybridization as a mode of action for the PNAs mentioned in the claims. Even with such a 
broad construction of the claims, all of the reasons outlined in the Office action mailed February 18, 2004 
apply to claims 20 and 24-26 so broadly construed because the instant application does not enable one of 
skill in the art to treat any disease characterized by undesired production of a protein by administration of 
a PNA. Since applicant has not pointed to where the application teaches any mode of action for PNAs 
other than nucleic acid molecular hybridization (e.g., see the Office action mailed February 18, 2004, 
page 6, lines 15-19), it is assumed that applicants agree that the instant application teaches no other 
mechanism of action for PNAs.
